the electric launches.

Extensiv¢ preparations are being consum - 
mated by4he Executive Committee to make 
British Day a success. The programme as 
at present erranged is as follows: A parade 
and procession down town form- 
ing onthe Lake front. Every country 
of the British Empire now repre- 
sented in the city will take part. 
Oapt. Gardon, the commanding officer of the 

tish troops, now stationed atthe Stock 
vilion, will be Chief Marshalof the day. 
tthe conclusion of the parade cars will be 
faken for the World’s Fair, where the 
picturesque ceremony of the trooping of the 
colors will be performed at z: o'clock by the 
British troops, assisted by the uniformed Sir 
Knights, Son of st. George, Royal Scots and 
other bodies in front of Victoria House. 
From thence the procession, headed bya 
military band, will move to Festival Hal, 
where a demonstration will be held at 3p. m. 
Col. Hayes Sadler, the British Consul, has 
consented totake the chair, and there will 
be addresses by commissioners from all parts 
of the British Empire. Prof. Tomlins has 
been made Ohairman of the Music Commit- 
tee and will provide a choir of 1,000 voices to 
sing British and American patriotic songs. 
In the evening the gathering will attend the 
military tournament in the Stock Pavilion, 
on which occasiona gold medal will be pre- 
sented. to Corporal Evans for the distin- 
guished bravery he displayed at the recent 
cold storage fire. A grand display of fre- 
works will be one of the day’s features. The 
committee in charge of the arrargements 
will meet at the Sherman House on Tues- 
Gay evening, Aug. 8. All British-Americans 
and British exhibitors and visitors interested 
ip the day are cordially invited to be present.

SOUTH AMERICAN 


Hard Fighting at the Siege of La Plata— 
Heavy Losses. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Aug. 5.—Hard fighting 
is accompanying the siege of La Plata. The 
Provincial forces have made repeated efforts 
to cut thelr way through the lines of the 
Civico Hacionales at Buenos Ayres, but have 


failed. During these engagements 400 men 
have been slaughtered. The siege has not 
yet been raised, and the situation at La Plata 
has not changed. It is expected that there 
will be a great deal more fighting around 
that city before the trouble is ended. 
Another revolution has been started in the 
Province of Corrientes against the Govern- 
ment. It is re ted that there have been 
fights in various wns between the police 
and the citizens who oppose the Governor. 
The revolutionists have appealed to the na. 
tional Governor to ald them in getting rid of 
the provincial executive. It is reported that 
the National Government has decided to con- 
tinue its policy of non-interference for the 
present and give the people or the provinces 
every opportunity to overthrow corrupt 
— — governments and put honest men in 
office.

TROUBLES. 


THE BLUE FLEET WON. 
Lorpor, Aug. 5.—The umpires in the naval 
contest between the Red Fleet, commanded 
by Vice-Admiral Fairfax, and the Blue Fleet, 
underthe command of Rear Admiral Fitz- 


roy, have decided that the Red Fleet, which 
was assumed tobe the fieet of an enemy, 
failed in its objects, and have awarded the 
victory to the Blue Fleet. This is the frst 
time in the history of British mancuvres of 
this kind that the defensive fleet has won. 


A SIAMESE-FRENCH BATTLE. 
BANGKOK, Aug. 5.— The Saigon papers say 
that there was some severe fighting between 
the Siamese and French on July 2 on the 
Mekong River. It is said that 300 of the 


Siamese were killed, while the French losses 
were slight. The latter have occupied sev- 
eral more islands.

SCALDED TO DEATH, 


William Williams, a River Man, Killed 
by an Explosion. 


A STEAM VALVE ON THE TUGBOAT 
GEORGE H. RHEA BLOWS ODT. 


Williams Wes Both Suffocated and 
Scalded, and Was Picked Up Dead— 
Not Much Damage to the Tug—Seri- 
ous Accident at Schickle & Harrison’s 


Works—Other Mishaps. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock this morning a fata 
accident occurred on the tug boat George H. 
Rea of the Mississippi Valley Transportation 
Co. Thetughad just left the wharf boat at 
the foot of Walnut street to go up to the salt 
warehouse at tne north end of the harbor, 
to bring back an empty barge 
which was in demand. Everything 
seemed as usual when the boat started 


and nobody antieipated any trouble, when 
just about the foot of Locust street a flue In 


over the furnaces. 
RECEIVED THE FULL BLAST. 

William Williams, the fireman, was down 
in the stoker pit at the time an@ received the 
full force of the escaping steam. The whole 
thing was so sudden andthe volume of 
steam and bot water so great that it was im- 
possible for him to make his escape. It was 
all over in a very few minutes, and when the 
steam had in a measure cleared away 
the unfortunate negro was dragged outina 
borribly scalded condition. e was dead 
when fata on the deck of the boat and had 
evidently been both suffocated and scalded. 

DAMAGE 10 THE BOAT SMALL. 

No one else was injured and the damage to 
the boat is not great. As far 
as could be learned the doll - 
ers had deen regularly inspected dy 
the proper authorities and declared in a safe 
condition. 

The dead fireman’s remains were taken in 
charge by the company and properly buried. 
Wiillams was about 45 years of age and was 
well thought of by those he worked with. 


Fell Into a Pit 


Michael Starke, a laborer employed at 
Shieckle, Harrison & Howarda’s iron foundry 
at Twelfth and Papin streets, accidently fell 
fato a casting pit at the foundry 


about 10 o' clock this morning and 

awfully cut in the forehead. 
While crossing the pit, which is 
7 feet wide and 16 feet deep, on a plank, 
Starke lost his balance and fell 
down. His forehead came into 
contact with an unfinished piece of casting 
at the bottom of the pit and when lifted out 
it was found he was in an unconscious con- 
dition. He was then sent to the City Hos- 
pital in an ambulance. The foundry super- 
intendent, Gallacher, says that ttarke’s fall 
was due to bisown carelessness while cross- 
ing the pit. 


MADE ESTEP RUN.

„Jou have been drinking this morning, 
have you not?’’ inguired Mr. Estep. 

The mildly put querry excited theanger of 
the woman, who made a wild lunge at him 
with her umbrella, following it up witha 
torrent of angry vituperation. 

No, Iain’t’’ she yelled, mixing her re- 
marks up with nosmall amount of profanity. 
I'm a decent woman, but you, you—you are 
a Four Courts bum, who have no feeling fora 
poor defenseless woman. I'll show 
you who I am,’’ and here she got 
in another lunge with her umbrella, which 


the attorney adroitly dodged and the next 
moment he skipped through a side door, 
without waiting for a renewal ofthe attack, 
in search of the assistance ofa police officer. 

The excited woman mace a Vain and uh- 
steady attempt to intercept him, and 
failing sought refuge in a passionate outburst 
of tears. ‘Several reporters w were in 
the room rushed up to restrain her, but be- 
fore they reached her she gave one last plerc- 
ing scream and fell to the floor apparently 
lifeless. Ice water was applied liberally 
andinno gentle manner and in a ted mo- 
ments the woman recovered. With 
her senses she also regained her 
voice, which she proceeded to exercise 
as before, in violent remarks detrimental to 
the character of Mr. Estep, who had in the 
meantime returned with a body guard in the 
person of a man in blue, who effectually 
prevented allfurther attempts at personal 
violence. It was with great difficulty that 
she was restrained, and it was only 
by a pretense at placing her under 
arrest that she was at last subdued and ied 
down-stairs, vowing to return and get that 
warrant or be torn to pieces in the attempt.

PAYING OUT GOLD. 


The New York Banks Have Little Cur- 
rency on Hand. 


NEW York, Aug. 6—Wall street is still 
worried by the seareſty of currency and the 
business houses of the city are .troubled al- 
most as much as Wallstreet. This morning 
& number of the big bank officials, when 
checks were presented, handed out coin and 
In many cases flatly refused io pay out bills. 
The universal reason was they did not have 
the bills to give out. Whéna check of $500 or 


$1,000 was handed inat the windowa bag of 
gold coin was turned over to the presenter of 
the paper. 

Od apounts of afew dollars were paid in 
either bills or silver, but the banks put out as 
few cart wheels as possible. Thescarcity of 
currency has been made more marked to- 
gay by the endeavor of all business and 
financial institutions that make wage par- 
ments on Saturday to secure small bills and 
the currency brokers did a thriving business. 
One firm has an advertisement in 
the newspapers offering $7.50, per thousand 
for silver dollars, Brokers charged from 1% 
to 2 per cent for bills and silver dollars. The 
Subtreasury was busy all morning payin 
out small obillg for payroll use. Unit 
States notes in 6s and 10s were von. 
Gold was paid for checks on the United States 
Treasury ———— over the counter. The 
Clearing- house paid out a half a million of 
certificates which were spoken for yester- 


day. 


TELEGRAPH RATES. 


Order of Postmaster- General Bissell on 


Government Messages. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 6.—Postmaster- 
Gen Kal Bissell to-day issued an order-fixing 
the rate to be paid telegraph companies for 
transmitting all govetuament messages (not 
including those passi@g over circuits estab- 
lished by the Weather Bureau) during the 
year ending June 30, 1684. The fixed rates are 
as follows: For day messages not containing 
more than twenty words, exclusive of place 
from and date, 20 cents, not exceeding 1,000 
miles, and icent for each additional word. 
One -quarter of this rate to be added for each 
500 miles or fraction thereof, but no rate on a 
message of twenty words to be more than 40 
cents, nor on an additional word more than 2 
cents. The rate between all points in Alaskan 
territory or the District of Columbia shall be 
20 cents for twenty, words and M cent for 
each additional word, 

For nt — twenty 
words, excius've of from and date, 18 
cents for any distance within 2,000 miles, and 
for greater distances 25 cents; in each case 
l cent foreach additional word. 

It is further provided that if during the 
year any telegraph company charge the pub- 
lic less for ten words than is here fixed for 
twenty words the Government rate shall be 
reduced to he rate charged the public. 

These rates are sOmewhat in excess of 
those fixed by Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, which were not accepted by the tele- 
graph companies, Dat are materially less 
than those fixed by Postmaster-General 
Dickinson in 1888. 


FORGED DOCUMENTS. 


Trial of the French Conspirators—Nor- 
ton’s Confession. 


Paris, Aug. 5.—The trial opened here to- 
day of M. Du Cret, editor of the Cocarde, and 
M. Norton. The latter is charged with hav- 
ing forgedthe documents that were alleged 
to have been stolen from the British Embassy 
dnd which purportel to show that certain 
Frenchmen were guity of treason. M. Du 
Cret is charged with complicity in the for- 
géries, M. Clemenc3au, whose name ap- 
peared inthe documamts as one of the men 
engaged in a treasonebie conspiracy against 
France, from which Great Britain was to de- 
rive great benefit, appeared in the case asa 
Partie Civileu, claulng damages for the 
libellous statements. ' 

In response to the qiestions put to him by 
the Magistrate, Nortoj} confessed he had been 
offered a position on the staff of the Petit 
Journal in the event ofthe success of the con- 
spiracy. He also coifessed the documents 
were forgeries, and tiey had been prepared 
at the house of M, Du jret. It was proved 
the documents had rst been written in 
French and then trazlated and written in

A Mother’s Suspense as She faw Her 
Baby Playing With a Copperhead. 


From the Harrisburg Telegraph. 
Forsome reason it has always been the 


general belief among the people who live in 
the mountainsin York, Lancaster and other 
counties where copperhead snakes abound, 
that this venomous snake will not bite chil- 
dren, and there are numerous wonderful 
stories told, especially in the Wish Mountains, 
about the copperhead’s leniency toward chil- 
dren. Outside of the mountaineers these 


stories have never received credence, but a 
well-known family living on the York Coanty 
side of the Susquehanna are ready to accept 
them hereafter. The family consists of Jacob 
Loan, his wife and two children, the youngest 
a little girl s years old. Copperheads are 
always uncomfortably plentiful in that local- 
ity, but this season they have been more 
numerous than usual. Ide haying and har- 
vest hands have killed from three totena 
day during the past week on the Loan farm. 

One day last week the little 8-year-old was 
playing in the front yard, and her mother 
noticed her sitting in the grass near the front 
gate. Every now and then she would be 
heard laughing gleefully, and Mrs. Loan 
finally walked out to see what was amusing 
the child so much. When the little gtri saw 
her mother coming she called out to her: 

Come, Mamma, and see the live carpet 
rags!’’ 

At the same time she held up to her mother 
a snake, which she grasped inthe middle of 
the body, and which twisted and squirmed in 
theair. Mrs. Loan saw at once that it was a 
copperhead. Although she was almost 
swooning with terror the child's mother 
acted with rare presence of mind, It oc- 
curred to her that if she showed her 
alarm by crying out to the child the latter 
would undoubtedly become frightened, and 
the change that would naturally follow in 
her handling or sudden dropping of the snake 
might anger the copperhead and cause it to 
bite. With a great effort; Mrs. Loan said, 
quietly and coaxingly: 

Feten it to mamma, dear. Don’t hurt 

But there's two of em, mamma, replied 
the little girl. I' fetch em both.’’ 

She reached down and picked up another 
copperhead which lap in the grass and which 
Mrs. Loan had not seen and came toddling 
along the path toward her mother with them. 
She retained her calmness, and when the 
child was within a couple of yards of her 
spoke to her and said: 

Put them on the ound. darling. and let 
mamma see them walk. 

This seemed to please thechildand she 
placed the copperheads in the 2 The two 
snakes caught sight of Mrs. n, and in- 
stantly their manner changed, The copper 
spot on the top of their heads began to deepen 
in color,as it does when this snake is enraged, 
and they both made toward the child 's mother 
showing great rage. The little girl clapped 
her hands and started to catch the snakes 
again. ter mother rushed out of the path and 
around the snakes, and snatching the child 
up in her arms few to the house and into it, 
closed the door behind her and felitothe 
floor in a dead faint. The other child, a boy 
8 years old, was in another room making a 
kite. He heard the noise of his mother’s fall 
and his little sister crying and ran into the 
room. His father was at work near the 
house and the boy quickly summoned him. 
It was some time before the farmer succeeded 
in restoring his wife to consciousness and 
learned the cause of her swooning. 

Farmer Loan went into the yard and the 
copperheads were still there—still in bellig- 
erent mood. They were soon killed. So great 
was the shock to Mrs. Loan that she is still 
confined to her bed and the little girl 
mourned for her deadly playthings for two 
or three days.

: GAG RULES. 

There were no points in the proceedings 
of the billion-dollar Congress upon which 
the Democrats more squarely joined issue 
with the Republicans than the adoption 
and tyrannical enforcement of the 

gag rules. Democratic members denounced 
these rules on the floor of the House, on 
the stump and through the press as an out- 
rageous abuse of the power of the majority 
and an indefensible violation of the right 
of free debate in legislative assemblies. 
Nearly every Democratic convention held 
fter the rules were adopted denounged 
them as oppressive and subversive of the 
principles of free government. 

It was through the enforcement of these 
rules by Czar Reed that the worst pluto- 
cratic measures were railroaded through 
the House, the McKinley bill, the force 
bill and all the extravagances of riotous ) 
power which disgraced the Reed reign. It 
was largely through a refusal of the Senate 
to adopt similar rules that the force bill— 
that cherished mainstay of plutocracy— 
was defeated in the Senate. The Demo- 
cratic majority in the last Congress re- 
pudiated the Reed rules. 

The suggestion, therefore, that the rules 
be changed to expedite relief legislation 
must be received with extreme caution. 


illegitimate delay for filibustering pur- 
poses is difficult of delineation. Itcannot 
safely be drawn by arbitrary rules. The 
power of cloture which may be used for 
a good end may also be abused for à bad 
end. The right of fair and free debate is 
too valuable for all time to be sacrificed to 
a passing demand for expedition. 

The rules of the House should be so 
framed as to enable the House to transact 
business with a regard for the right of all 
members. The indefinite stoppage of busi- 
ness should be avoided. But the tyrannous 
exercise of power by the Speaker or the 
majority must be prevented. It is danger- 
ous; it is undemocratic; the people have 
condemned it. 

UNENFORCEABLE LAWS. 

South Carolina is suffering from an acute 
attack of unenforceable law. In compli- 
ance with a paternalistic spirit which 

managed to get control of the Government 
machinery a few years ago, all the liquor 
business in the State was ‘‘taken over’’ 
by the Government and private dealing 
prohibited. Gov. Tillman being a man of 
great energy and strong convictions pro- 
poses to enforce the law regardless of con- 
sequences. Technically he is certainly 
right, and it is to be hoped he will demon- 
strate the impracticable character of the 
statute and its thoroughly vicious nature. 

There is no surer way to breed contempt 
for law and order than to put a lot of 
statutes on the books which cannot be en- 
forced. When a law is passed there should 
be no question about its character as the 
announcement of the popular will. If it 
is not, there will be trouble when its exe- 
cutian is undertaken, for the people do 
notlike to submit to the whimsies of leg- 
islators nor even to their own after they 
recover their senses. 

Nor is a law passed in defiance of a large 
minority ina much better position, Its 
enforcement cannot be procured without 
the employment of tyrannical and hateful 
‘methods which are sure to be distasteful 
even to the friends of the measure. The 
spy system, established by Gov? Tillman, 
is an affront to every liberty-loving citizen 
of South Carolina—no matter 28 
they support the State Dispensary scheme 
or not. The majority this piece.of | 
folly placed upon the statute books, but 
tew of them will approve of tyrannical 
measures to n it.

One day they 
tried the horse over a road where three false 
mile-posts had been put up in between the 
real ones, and. sure enough the horse, de- 
ceived by this trick, stopped for his oats. at 
the end of twenty-two versts instead of going 
the usual twenty-five. 

The same horse was accustomed to being 
fed every day at the stroke of noon. The 
doctor observed that whenever the clock 
struck any hour the horse would stop and 
prick up his ears as f counting. If he heard 
twelve he would trot off contentedly to be 
fed, but if there were fewer strokes than 
twelve he would go on working resignedly. 
The experiment was made of striking twelve 
strokes at the wrong time, whereupon the 
horse started for his oats, in spite of the fact 
that he had been fed only an hour before. 
This shows that a little knowledge may be a 
bad thing for horses as well as men.

CRUISER aND RACER. 


The Navahoe Was Ruit for Iwo Conflict- 
ing Furposes. 


Proviperce, R. I., Aug. 5.—J. B. Here- 
schoff,Jr., in aninterview concerning the ad- 
verse criticism of the Jachtsmen and the 
press of London upon the Navanoe, said the 
critics in their eagérness to show the alleged 
inferiority of an American boat forget sev- 
eral factors in the problem of sailing a yacht 


successfully. 
‘*The statement of the London Times that the 


Navahoe is unmanageable and that the safis 
must be clopped, sounds,absurd in view of 
the fact the yacht was sailed across the At- 
lantic 8,000 miles, all rough water, in sixteen 
days. At no time during that trip across 
was she unmanageable. It is not likely she 
will prove so, or has provenso, in the shel- 
tered waters where the English yachtsmen 
sall their races. In the Royal Yacht uad- 
ron yesterday the Navahoe finished last, it 
is true, but according to the 
dispatches she did 80 because 
her skipper made two tacks while the other 
three boats made but one. The fault was 
certainly with the safling ability of the cap- 
tain and not with the racing qualities of the 
boat.

ve a dinner party at his home, No. 11 East 
orty-third street. Mr. Allen has been buy- 
ing cordage very heavily, and, it was said, 
had invested $300,000 in it. His guests, on 
the night in question, were the five gentle- 
men above mentioned. It was proposed, it 
is alleged, that Mr. Allen bu 20, 000 
shares more of Cordage stock, and 
the five gentlemen mentioned consented, 
it is alleged, to put up the margin. 
Mr. Allen had some serious doubts, it ap- 
pears, as to the desirability of Cordage, and 
asked the men present, as officers of the 
company, whatthey thought of the .

DEPORTED. 


The Hard Fate of the Chinamen on Board 
the Haytien Repub!iic. 
PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 5.—Measures to de- 
port the remaining Chinamen on the Hagtien 
Republite have been begun. Orders from the 
Treasury Department have been. received 


and will de carried out as far as possible. 


Collector Black went before the United States 
Commissioners yesterday and had warrants 
sworn out forthe deportation of the China- 


men on the Haytien Republic unless they can 
show reason for remaining or being allowed 
to land. If they cannot give satisfactory 
. of their rights to remain defore the 
ommissioners they will de placed by the 
Collector in charge of the United States Mar- 
shal to deport in whatever way he thinks 
feasible. This is essentially a reversal of 
previous methods. The Chinamen demand 
the right to land and make the Government 
prove that it cannot, if it would, keep them 
on board. Hereafter the Government will 
demand of them proof that they should not 
be deported or show bona fide certificates. 
This announcement has created much ex- 
citement in. Chinatown. There are about 
thirty-fve Mongolians left on the Haytien 
Republic, and this step means that they can 
not remain here unless they have regular 
certificates as provided by the Geary act. 
Heretofore all landings have been permitted 
under former laws without the enforcement 
ofthislaw. As none of the Chinamen on 
board have certificates, they cannot well 


escape deportation.
